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Key  To  Using  Historic  Places  for  Historic  Parties 


Historic  Places  for  Historic  Parties  is 
arranged  alphabetically  by  town.  The 
address,  description,  and  phone  number  of 
each  facility  is  provided.  In  general,  the 
capacity  for  each  site  is  based  on  indoor  seat- 
ing, although  patio  or  garden  space  figures 
are  noted  occasionally. 

The  seated  dinner  capacity  is  based  on  large 
tables  for  8-10  people.  A  buffet  reception 
is  based  on  a  buffet  (either  in  the  same 
room  as  the  dinner  tables  or  in  an  adjacent 
room)  with  guests  seated  at  large  tables. 
An  hors  d'oeuvres  reception,  also  known  as 
"stand-up  cocktails,"  assumes  everyone  is 
standing  with  possibly  a  few  cocktail  tables. 

Facilities  with  outdoor  function  space  are 
noted  and  briefly  described.  In  addition, 
establishments  that  offer  weekday  or  evening 
meeting  space,  as  well  as  other  special  ser- 
vices, are  noted. 


The  format  in  which  each  facility's  handi- 
capped access  is  described  varies  due  to  the 
wide  array  of  access  levels.  Services  and 
accessible  areas  are  explained  as  clearly  as 
possible.  However,  please  call  the  establish- 
ments to  get  a  full,  detailed  description  of  the 
services  provided  for  handicapped  citizens 
before  making  arrangements.
